WASHINGTON (AP) — With 
President Ford ready to tell the 
nation about the nex t step in 
his energ y p rog ram.

Three-fourths counties show crime boost 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) — 
Serious crime increased in 
more than three-fourths of Il­ 
linois’ 102 counties in 1974, new 
state fig ures show. 
Preliminary fig ures comp iled 
by the Illinois Dep artment of 
Law Enforcement and made 
av ailable to The Associated 
FTess Monday indicate the 
ov erall crime rate in the state 
rose 15.3 p er cent in 1974. 
There were 4,939.8 crimes p er 
100,000 inhabitants of the state 
in 1974, comp ared with 4,285.3 
the p rev ious y ear, the fig ures 
showed. 
The crime rate increased in 
76 Illinois counties and de­ 
creased in 26 during the y ear. 
The larg est jump was in Wa­ 
bash County , along the Indiana 
border in southeastern Illinois, 
where tlie crime rate rose 231.3 
p er cent. The big g est decline 
was in Bond 0)unty , northeast 
of St. Louis in south-central Il­ 


linois, where the rate drop p ed 
61.6 p er cent. 
Ofhcials emp hasized, how­ 
ev er, that larg e p ercentag e in­ 
creases and decreases were 
common in small counties be­ 
cause of the small numbers in­ 
v olv ed in the calculations. 
In Wabash County , for ex ­ 
amp le, there were no murders, 
.forcible rap es, robberies or as­ 
saults rep orted. The crime rate 
was boosted by an increase in 
the number of burg laries from 
37 in 1973 to 120 in 1974, thefts 
from 94 to 300 and auto thefts 
from one to 24. But the county ’s 
total crime rate of 3,362.4 p er 
100,000 residents remained well 
below the state av erag e. 
A sp okesman for the Wabash 
County sheriff’s office attribut­ 
ed the increase to a new coal 
mine and construction of a 
p ower p lant across the border 
in Indiana, which he said “had 
broug ht in a lot of strang ers.” 


The statewide fig ures showed 
increases in all the categ ories 
studied: The dep artment re­ 
p orted 1,318 murders or v olun­ 
tary manslaug hters in 1974, a 
13.9 p er cent increase ov er the 
1,157 rep orted statewide in 1973. 
Forcible rap e was up 14.4 p er 
cent, robbery up 11.5 p er cent, 
assault up 6.5 p er cent, bur­ 
g lary up 20.9 p er cent, theft up 
21.1 p er cent and auto theft up 
1.8 p er cent. 
The crime rate remained 
hig hest 
in 
Peoria 
County , 
where there were 6,546 crimes 
p er 100,000 inhabitants, the fig ­ 
ures showed. In 1973 there were 
6,032.3 crimes p er 100,000 resi­ 
dents in the county . 
The crime rate remained low­ 
est in Edwards Cbunty , adjoin­ 
ing Wabash in southeastern Il­ 
linois.

U.S. and Laos reach agreement 
on ending student holdout 


VIENTIANE, Laos (AP) — 
The United States and Laos 
ag reed today on an eig ht-p oint 
p lan that would return the stu­ 
dent-held U S. Ag ency for Inter­ 
national Dev elop ment — AID — 
comp ound and send all U.S. 
and third-country emp loy es of 
the AID mission out of Laos by 
June 30. 
TTie ag reement was to be 
sig ned tonig ht. U5 . Charg e 
d’Affaires Christian A. CTiap - 
man said he hop ed Americans 
could re-enter the comp ound 
tonig ht or Wednesday morning 
and the three Americans inside 
the ciMnp ound would be re­ 
leased. 
CTiap man and U5. p olitical 
officer Stev en Johnson neg o­ 
tiated the ag reement with Path- 
et Lao leader Soth Pethrasy , 
students and a rep r^entativ e 
of Laotian U .S. AID workers. 
Other p oinU included turning 
ov er V S. AID mission v ehicles, 
equip ment, commoditi« * and 
funds to the Laotian coalition 
g ov ernment, according to an 
unofficial tex t read out by stu­ 
dente. No detaUs were av au- 


U.S. AID would p ay all its lo­ 
cal emp loy e until the day of 
Its dissolution, under the ag ree­ 


ment. 
Protesters would leav e the 
big AID administrativ e and 
warehouse comp ound but local 
emp loy es of the ag ency would 
watch ov er the comp ound and 
the disp osition of p rop erty , the 
tex t said. 
Police of the joint Pathet Lao 
and Vientiane side force would 
be stationed outside the com­ 
p ound, and the g ov ernment 
would take no leg al action 
ag ainst the y ouths who took 
ov er 
the 
comp ound 
last 
Wednesday . 
The first two p oints of the 
ag reement noted that the U.S. 
g ov ernment ag reed last Satur­ 
day to dissolv e the AID op er­ 
ation and that a letter to that 
effect had been sent to the For­ 
eig n Ministry 
TTie ag reement was neg o­ 
tiated inside the Economics and 
Plans Ministry building as 
more than 1(X) students and lo­ 
cal AID emp loy es g athered out­ 
side and sev eral hundred Vien­ 
tiane residents looked on from 
outside the g ates of the minis­ 
try . 
The students broug ht in three 
sig ns that had been p osted at 
the US. AID comp ound reading 
in Eng lish and I^o that the 


comp ound was UJ5. g ov ern­ 
ment p rop erty . 
The students, calling them­ 
selv es rev olutionary command­ 
os, jeered whenev er they saw 
CTiap man throug h the window 
of the second-story neg otiating 
room and cheered whenev er 
one of their rep resentativ es 
came into v iew. 
Commandeered AID v ehicles 
blocked the g ates of the minis­ 
try , and the students said they 
would not let CTiap man leav e 
until the ag reement was con­ 
cluded. 
An embassy sp okesman said 
earlier that once the ag reement 
was sig ned, the embassy and 
the Communist-dominated g ov ­ 
ernment will beg in reneg otiat­ 
ing the 1951 aid ag reement. The 
Pathet Lao, which now domi­ 
nates the coalition reg ime, said 
it wants American aid to con­ 
tinue but without any American 
restrictions or sup erv ision of its 
use.

about 80 p ersons remain there, 
including six American women 
secretaries. 


He said four or fiv e homes 
were strip p ed Sunday because 
there were only two unarmed 
v olunteer p atrols to g uard the 
150 houses in the comp ound. 
Most of those remaining who 
liv ed on the p erip hery of the 
comp ound hav e mov ed into v a­ 
cant houses in the center, he 
said. Volunteers hav e crated 
what they can in abandoned 
homes and taken them to the 
settlement's g y mnasium, but 
such larg e items as furniture, 
carp ets and refrig erators re­ 
main in the houses. 
The Pathet Lao g uards on the 
g ate allowed the dep arting 
Americans to take only me 
suitcase each. 
The ev acuation of U.S g ov ­ 
ernment emp loy es and their 
families because of leftist ag i­ 
tation has reduced the official 
American community to 280 
p ersons, about 100 of them at­ 
tached to the Embassy and the 
rest to the AID mission.

Last fall, when two U.S. senators 
v isited Hav ana, they had to sit 
throu gh a long anti-U.S. speech by 
Cu ban dictator Fidel Castro before 
he sat down to dinner with them. 
F a r from complaining, they 
came home confidently predicting 
and ex tolling “normalized” rela­ 
tions between the United States and 
Cu ba—withou t so mu ch as a word 
abou t qu id pro qu o conditions to be 
placed on any negotiations. 
Castro doesn’t seem as naiv e. 
Recently , Sen. George McGov ern, 
D-S.D., and a troop of newsmen went 
to Cu ban and Castro was ex pansiv e 
by comparison to his earlier per­ 
formance. He su bmitted to a wide- 
ranging news conference and inti­ 
mated that he wou ld consider re­ 
leasing nine American prisoners and 
$2 million of impou nded airline hi­ 
jack ransom money as a “gestu re” 
toward better relations with the 
United States. All this u nderscores 
the fact he needs u s more than we 
need him. 
Since the su ccess of his 1959 rev o- 
■ lu tion, Castro has managed to re­ 
du ce his people to a lev el of egalitar- 
• ian serfdom, all working for the 
• state. Personal freedoms are nonex ­ 
istent, and there hasn’t been a single 
■ election in all the Castro y ears. What 
many Cu bans thou ght wou ld be 
' “paradise” tu rned ou t to be some­ 
thing far different. 
Castro’s proposed gestu re to re­ 
tu rn the prisoners and the ransom 
money is a beginning, bu t there are 
Since 1962, the trade embargo of 
• the Organization of American States 


(OAS) has had a marked effect on 
Cu ba. The island’s economy is not 
mu ch abov e the su bsistence lev el. 
Ev en if the OAS shou ld v ote to lift 
the embargo, allowing member na­ 
tions to decide on trade indiv idu ally , 
it is the potentiality of trade with the 
United States which is most impor­ 
tant to the Cu bans. 
If ou r diplomats hold this card in 
their hand it can bring important 
concessions of freedom for the Cu ­ 
ban people by their dictator, 
at least six other points which shou ld 
be candidates for any qu id pro qu o: 
1. Recognition of the property 
rights in Cu ba of Americans whose 
property was confiscated by thé 
Castro gov ernment, as a first step 
toward fu ll compensation. 


2. Free mov ement of Cu bans and 
U.S. citizens (inclu ding former Cu ­ 
bans) between the two cou ntries, es­ 
pecially insu ring v isits between 
families now separated. 
3. Concrete steps toward a re­ 
storation of personal freedoms in 
Cu ba, inclu ding the freedom to wor­ 
ship. 
4. Denial of Sov iet base rights 
any where in Cu ba. 
5. Written gu arantees that Cu ba 
won’t interv ene in the affairs of oth­ 
er Western Hemisphere nations. 
6. Recognition by Cu ba of U.S. 
nav al base rights at Gu antanamo. 
After all these y ears, we shou ld 
be in no hu rry for a “thaw” in rela­ 
tions with Cu ba. We can afford to go 
slowly and carefu lly .

The most important single 
qu estion abou t the after-effect of 
the American defeat in Indochina 
cou ld be what it does to China’s 
policy towards the United States. 
It takes some remembering today 
that when President Kennedy 
first committed the United States 
to a major military role in Sou th 
Vietnam the real enemy was seen 
to be not North Vietnam bu t Chi­ 
na. The Americans had aban­ 
doned that argu ment by the time 
Henry Kissinger went to Peking 
in 1971 to create the new relation­ 
ship with China that was to be the 
centerpiece of his foreign policy . 
Yet there was alway s a grain ol 
tru th in the idea : the Chinese did 
say that they saw North Viet­ 
nam’s campaign as an applica­ 
tion of their own model of rev olu ­ 
tion; and they did, indeed, su pply 
the North Vietnamese with arms, 
ammu nition and other essentials, 
thou gh not as mu ch as the Ru s­ 
sians did. 
In recent weeks the Chinese 
hav e been hailing the imminent 
v ictory of the North Vietnamese 
with all the fraternal enthu siasm 
ex pected of comrades “as close 
as lips and teeth.” Yet contrary to 
the assu mptions of the mid-19 60s, 
the pleasu re in Peking today is 
u nlikely to be u nalloy ed. 
For one thing, the effect of a 
North Vietnamese v ictory , partic­ 
u larly one so sweeping and spec­ 
tacu lar, may be not to ex tend Chi­ 
na’s influ ence at all, bu t to limit it 
in the area of its own backy ard. 
For another, the hu miliating ex it 
of the Americans from Indochina 
cou ld u pset Chinese calcu lations 
abou t its whole detente policy . 
At the v ery least. North Viet­ 
nam’s takeov er of the whole of 
Vietnam will confront the Chinese 
with sev eral old problems in a 
new form. The first is China’s 
longstanding riv alry with the So­ 
v iet Union for North Vietnam’s 
fav or, a riv alry now sharpened 
becau se the stakes are higher. 
The Ru ssians start ou t with the 
adv antage their greater aid may 
hav e giv en them, and, althou gh 
the Chinese carry the indispu ta­ 
ble weight of a giant neighbor, 
they no longer hav e the lev erage 
that control of Ru ssia’s railway 
rou te into North Vietnam gav e 
them du ring American sea block­ 
ades of Haiphong. 
The North Vietnamese will al­ 
most certainly attempt to keep 
both su itors ardent and anx iou s, 


as they hav e done so profitably 
for so long; they will need all the 
help they can get for the massiv e 
reconstru ction job ahead. Bu t the 
North Vietnamese are not ju st in 
the happy position of being 
wooed. When the scene shifts ou t­ 
side the borders of Vietnam, they 
in tu rn become su itors for the al­ 
legiances of the local commu nist 
mov ements. 
And their main riv al in this con­ 
test is their own close ally , China. 
This is where the Chinese will 
come u p against some difficu lt 
choices. The North Vietnamese 
may make things easy for them 
by concentrating their resou rces 
and manpower on rebu ilding 
Vietnam. Bu t if, as they hav e 
done du ring decades of war, the 
North Vietnamese also find time 
for activ e inv olv ement in gu erril­ 
la stru ggles in neighboring cou n­ 
tries, the Chinese may feel com­ 
pelled to step u p their own su p­ 
port for local insu rgents, howev er 
this may damage their nascent 
diplomatic relations with the lo­ 
cal gov ernments and their u n­ 
spoken agreements with the Unit­ 
ed States. 
The u npalatable alternativ e, 
as the Chinese may see it, wou ld 
be to allow a newly powerfu l 
North Vietnam to ex tend its sway 
first to the rest of Indo china and 
ev entu ally throu ghou t mainland 
Sou theast Asia. 
A rev v ing u p of the riv alries 
between Moscow and Peking in 
Vietnam, and between Peking 
and Hanoi in Sou theast Asia, has 
alway s been on the cards as the 
by -produ ct of a commu nist v ic­ 
tory in Vietnam. And so has a to­ 
tal American withdrawal. It was 
Kissinger’s assu rances to the Chi­ 
nese way back in 1970-71 that the 
United States wou ld indeed be ex ­ 
tricating itself rrom the Indochi­ 
na wars that made possible the 
talks which produ ced the Chinese- 
American detente. 
Bu t what was not allowed for 
when the Chinese were play ing 
host to President Nix on was the 
hu miliation that wou ld be heaped 
on the United States in the cou rse 
of its final scramble ou t of Sai­ 
gon; or the demands this wou ld 
prov oke for fu rther precipitate 
American troop withdrawals; or 
the concu rrent congressional 
backlash against American in­ 
v olv ement in foreign conflicts. 
The Chinese are most u nlikely 
to conclu de from all this that the 


Americans are retreating into 
isolationism; they are too cool 
and realistic to take su ch an apoc­ 
aly ptic v iew. 
Bu t they may nonetheless be 
hav ing second thou ghts these 
day s abou t some of the assu mp­ 
tions they made fou r y ears ago 
abou t the v alu e of the American 
connection. What was then the 
most important reason for mak­ 
ing friends with their former ene­ 
my was the political lev erage and 
ev en protection this gav e them 
against the greater threat posed 
by the Sov iet Union. This threat is 
still there today , althou gh the im­ 
mediate prospect of a border war 
between China and Ru ssia has di­ 
minished. Bu t the Chinese may 
well be wondering whether Kis­ 
singer’s past hints abou t some 
kind of American response to So­ 
v iet pressu re on China cou ld still 
be cashed into su itable cu rrency . 
If they cannot, then the Chi­ 
nese mi^iit start to look for alter­ 
nativ e secu rity arrangements. 
And for China there can be only 
one, howev er v iolent the distaste 
for each other in Peking and Mos­ 
cow: a rapprochement with the 
Sov iet Union. 
There wou ld, of cou rse, be 
dangers for the Chinese in pu sh­ 
ing the Americans too far; they 
effectiv ely acknowledged this re­ 
cently when they refrained from 
giv ing Kim II Su ng the go-ahead 
he seemed to be seeking, post- 
Vietnam, for another Korean 
war. Any destabilizing mov es in 
East Asia wou ld be bou nd to af­ 
fect not only China’s ties with the 
United States bu t also with Ja­ 
pan; and, for all their amicable 
relations with Toky o, the Chinese 
are not y et ready to encou rage 
their old occu piers to rearm and 
possibly ev en to replace the 
Americans in cou ntries like Sou th 
Korea. Nor do the Chinese want to 
create any opportu nities for the 
Ru ssians to ru sh in. 
It is still far too early for China 
to measu re the fu ll consequ ences 
of the North Vietnamese v ictory . 
When the Chinese do their su ms 
they may well conclu de that their 
American relationship is no long­ 
er bringing in profits at the same 
rate as in 197 2. Bu t what inv est­ 
ments are, these day s? And, as 
Mao might be say ing to his rest­ 
less radicals, where else can Chi­ 
na pu t its money ? Ru ssia, may ­ 
be; bu t they will want to be su re 
of the profit there, too.

REFLECTIONS— Alter another 
confu sing ex perience when to ob­ 
serv e Memorial Day , we can only 
appeal to the General Asembly to 
catch u p with the people. 
It is almost certain a referendu m 
of the people wou ld giv e ov erwhelm­ 
ing assent to observ e the federal Me­ 
morial Day . 
It is not fair to citizens when most 
employ ed parents get a day off on 
the federal-designa ted time to cele­ 
brate the holiday , while their chil­ 
dren attend school that day and are 
off fou r day s later when the parents 
are at work. 
The state legislatu re owes it to 
the people, of this state to pu t an end 
to this ridicu lou s situ ation. 
For each of the past two y ears, 
bills hav e been introdu ced to change 
the Memorial Day in Illinois from 
May 30 to whatev er day is designat­ 
ed by federal law. 
Each y ear this proposal su ccess­ 
fu lly has been opposed by v eteran 
and other patriotic grou ps.

Grand Army of the Repu blic, issu ed 
a general order designating May 30, 
1868 for the pu rpose of decorating 
grav es of Union soldiers and ex ­ 
pressed the hope it wou ld be kept 
from y ear to y ear. 
The ceremony was almost imme­ 
diately taken u p in Northern states 
and in 1882 the holiday became 
known as Decoration Day . 
Later, when the observ ance was 
ex panded to inclu de honoring all of 
the nation’s war dead, the name was 
changed to Memorial Day . 
In 197 1, Congress decided people 
wanted and shou ld hav e more three- 
day weekends and the Memorial 
Day observ ance was changed to the 
last Monday in May . 
Among the proposals is one su b­ 
mitted by Rep. Robert E. Brinkme- 
ier, D-Freeport, to allow school dis­ 
tricts to choose which day to cele­ 
brate Memorial Day and Veterans 
Day . 
This bill will only perpetu ate the 
problem and we hope Rep. Brinkme- 
ier will not bring it u p again. 
There is no chance the federal 
law will be changed, so it seems only 
reasonable for Illinois to conform to 
the national observ ance. 
To those who emotionally main­ 
tain changing the date of the observ ­ 
ance will be a desecration of the 


memory of those wno gav e then* 
liv es in the serv ice of their naiioq, 
we su ggest the qu ality of the affec­ 
tion in which those dead are held in 
ou r memory is more important than 
the date of the pu blic demonstration 
honoring their memory . 
It is written in the Gospel of Mark 
that Jesu s told legalistic Pharisees 
who criticized Him for acts per­ 
formed on the^Sabbath: “The Sab­ 
bath was made*for man, not man fot* 
the Sabbath.” 
The specific and particu lar 
meaning of this teaching in its com 
tex t is phy sical activ ity on the Sal> 
bath shou ld not be so restricted that 
a person cou ld not perform an act erf 
help to improv e the welfare of aiv - 
other person. 
This perception from the Master 
teacher, it seems, can be translated 
to say , “Memorial Day was not cre^ 
ated ex clu siv ely for May 30, bu t for 
the tender remembrance of those 
who gav e their fu ll measu re of dev o^ 
tion in the serv ice of their cou ntry .” • 
This say s the observ ance is moré 
important than when it is commem­ 
orated.

We hope the General Assembly 
gets this message and by nex t y ear 
dictates Illinois is to observ e Memo­ 
rial Day on the last Monday of May .

BANGKOK (LENS)— The Shock­ 
wav es from Indochina are rattling 
windows throu ghou t Sou theast Asia. 
Malay sia’s prime minister. Tu n 
Razak, has said that the commu nist 
v ictories in Cambodia and Vietnam 
will encou rage insu rgents else­ 
where, althou gh he denies that there 
is any direct link with the recent 
flare-u p of gu errilla v iolence in his 
own cou ntry . 
The link with the cu rrent gu erril­ 
la offensiv e in Thailand is rather 
more obv iou s: the commu nist rebels 
who stormed an army ou tpost in a 
remote district of Nan prov ince in 
the north earlier this month, killing 
17 soldiers, are su pported by the 
Pathet Lao and the North Vietnam­ 
ese. 
Bu t the consensu s in Sou theast 
Asia is that, with the withdrawal of 
America, there is no alternativ e to 
an accommodation with the emerg­ 
ing commu nist regimes in Indochi­ 
na, and with China. This is easier for 
some than for others. 
Lee Ku an Yew, Singapore’s 
prime minister, spent two day s in 
Bangkok this week to talk to the new 
Thai gov ernment before fly ing on to 
Washington; his forthright anti­ 
commu nism, and the fact that he is 
Chinese to boot, will probably make 
it harder for him than for any other 
regional leader to come to terms 
with the new balance of power in In­ 
dochina. 
The new Thai prime minister, 
Ku krit Pramoj, has his problems 
too, althou gh his gov ernment talks 
lou dly abou t its neu trality and is 
bending ov er backwards not to of­ 
fend the powers to its north and east. 
This has been v ery obv iou s in the 
Thai handling of refu gees from 
Cambodia. The 23 Cambodian mili­ 
tary aircraft that arriv ed laden with 
refu gees hav e been impou nded; 
passengers with passports bu t no v i- 
« sas will be allowed a week to get ou t 
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of the cou nty . It is not clear what will 
happen to those with neither. 
The TTiais apparently feel that it is 
u p to the Americans to take charge 
of the refu gees and send them else­ 
where. This applies to prominent 
politicians and military leaders su ch 
as the former Cambodian prime 
minister, foreign minister, armed 
forces commander and acting head 
of state who hav e all fled to Bank- 
kok ; there appears to be no qu estion 
of political asy lu m being granted. 
The Thai foreign minister insist­ 
ed that Thailand mu st consider its 
own interests first. It does not want 
to prov oke its neighbors, and it does 
not want new ex ile grou ps (like Son 
Ngoc Thanh’s followers in the 1960s) 
u sing Thailand as a base for gu erril­ 
la sorties. The border with Cambo­ 
dia was closed after the fall of 
Phnom Penh, and it is still closed. 
Thailand, in u fiison wjth the other 


members of Asean (Malay sia, Sin-! 
gapore, Indonesia, the Philippines),. 
recognized the new Cambodian gov - ' 
emment on April 18. It will find it 
more difficu lt to come to terms with 
the new Vietnam, and with China. 
There is that small matter of for­ 
eign su pport for the local commu ­ 
nists, and there is the special prob­ 
lem of the 350,000 Chinese liv ing in 
Thailand on Taiwanese passports. 
All the same, the gov ernment is now 
pledged to finding a political solu tion 
to the gu errilla problem and is tu rn­ 
ing a blind ey e to the ev idence of for­ 
eign inv olv ement. The anti-commu ­ 
nist law (which has prov ided the 
gu idelines for internal secu rity op­ 
erations) is to be scrapped. 
Thailand is also fast disengaging 
from the United States. The Ameri­ 
can bases are su pposed to be ev acu ­ 
ated within a y ear, and in a recent 
speech the defense minister re­ 
marked that he “cou ld not remem­ 
ber” the amou nt of American mili­ 
tary aid last y ear. 
Malay sia and a nu mber of other 
Sou theast Asian cou ntries appear to 
be following Thailand’s ex ample in 
handling Indochina’s refu gees. 
Planes and small landing-craft car­ 
ry ing refu gees will be impou nded or 
tu rned back; this has happened al- ^ 
ready to small boats from Bu ng Tau * * 
that hav e reached Singapore, al-’ 
thou gh some Sou th Vietnamese are^ 
reported to hav e fou nd temporary .’

With the home canning sea­ 
son fast approaching, I know 
that many of you are looking 
over your canning equipment 
and trying to purchase fruit 
jars and lids. WTien you are 
purchasing equipment, be sure 
to purchase only what you need 
at that time. Others are also 
looking for canning equipment 
and equipment manufacturers 
are saying that more equip­ 
ment for canning and freezing 
foods will be available later in 
the season. 
Be sure that all of the glass 
jars and closures that you use 
are in perfect condition. Don’t 
use any with cracks, chips, 
dents, or rust because these de­ 
fects will prevent airtight seal­ 
ing. Never re-use rubber rings 
or the lid part of a two-piece 
metal cap. Do not use "pack­ 
ers” jars in which you pur­ 
chased peanut butter or other 
food products. It is important 
that you use only jars designed 
especially for home canning. 
If you are canning foods for 
the first time, or for the first 
time in years, remember that 
canning involves heating foods 
long enough at a high enough 
temperature to destroy spoil­ 
age organisms and to stop the 
action of enzymes. Processing 
is done in either a boiling water- 
bath canner or a steam-pres­ 
sure canner. The kind of canner 
you use depends on the kind of 
food being canned. 
Acid-foods, such as fruits, 
tomatoes, rhubarb, sauerkraut, 
and pickles, can be safely pro­ 
cessed in a boiling water-bath 
canner. 
These canners 
are 
available on the market, but 
any big metal container may be 
used if it is deep enough and 
still has space to boil freely and 
if the lid is tight-fitting. There 
also must be a wire or wooden 
rack to set the jars on the in­ 
side of the container. 
You must have a steam pres­ 
sure canner for processing low- 
acid foods. There is no substi­ 
tute for this piece of equipment. 
An accurate pressure gauge is 
essential for proper processing, 
and your canner can be tested

Dr. Maria Piers delivers this 
warning, not to discourage the

of 
V ietna m ese 
children but to alert'adopting 
parents to the possibility of 
future emotional problems. Dr. 
Piers, dean of the Erikson 
Institute for Early Education, 
has 
done 
extensive 
clinical 
work 
with 
children 
traumatically separated from 
their families. 
Dr. Piers reminds us not to be 
misled by the good behavior, 
bland expressions and lack of 
outbursts on the part of these 
children. Between the ages of 
eight months and 2^/ i years the 
children are ill-equipped to ar­ 
ticulate their fears and feelings

of loss and confusion. Yet they 
are far more vulnerable than 
adults or even older children to 
the damaging effects of sudden 
loss and separation from their 
familiar world.

strange world, with not even 
your name or your clothing to 
give a sense of familiarity. This 
would be horrible enough for an 
adult. It is worse for a child,” 
claims Dr. Piers. 
Young children have little or 
no coping equipment. They lack 
the outlets of work, talk and 
even the mastery of simple 
tasks that could help restore the 
self-esteem of a displaced adult 
refugee. 
Dr. Piers reminds parents 
adopting Vietnamese children 
that emotional difficulties show 
themselves in many non-verbal 
ways.

Dr. Piers strongly advises 
that the children who answer to 
a given na m e—be it Nuyen or 
Sam—be allowed to keep that 
name. As one parent of an 
adoptive 
black 
and 
Asiatic 
child told me, ‘‘We saved the 
old clothes he had when we 
a dopted him . When he is 
unhappy, he wants his old 
clothes and we let him hold 
them.” Any shred of identity—a 
tom shirt, a name, a pencil 
stub—may serve as a security 
blanket for disoriented children 
facing a strange new world. 
Those who are seeking to 
adopt these children to question 
their own motives for wanting 
them. 
These 
children 
have 
faced the worst that life has to 
offer. The only further damage 
that could be done is to buy 
them, dress them up in sta r­ 
ched shirts and aprons and 
treat them like china dolls.

“Who — Us?’’ Moscow seems 
to ask in dign an tly at the v ery 
thou ght that it had an y thin g to 
do with American policy fail­ 
u res. 
There are palpable reason s 
for this. Apparen tly from Mos­ 
cow’s v iewpoin t this is n o time 
to rock a promisin g-lookin g de­ 
ten te boat. What Brezhn ev calls 
his policy of peacefu l coex ist­ 
en ce has scored poin ts bu t it 
has a lon g distan ce to trav el to 
prov e itself con clu siv ely to all 
his high-ran kin g colleagu es. 
The gen eral secretary still 
wan ts a su persu mmit to win d 
u p the Eu ropean secu rity con ­ 
feren ce. He still wan ts his two- 
man su mmit with Presiden t 
Ford in the fall to hav e a look 
of v alu e an d he wan ts an other 
big in tern ation al Commu n ist 
meetin g. 
These objectiv es, each prom­ 
isin g specific rewards, depen d 
on a look of con tin u in g relax a­ 
tion of ten sion . Yet what has 
happen ed in In dochin a, what 
cou ld happen in Portu gal, what

East, altogether cou ld lower 
American opin ion of the v alu e 
of doin g bu sin ess with Moscow.

The Ru ssian s hav e plu gged 
for a Eu ropean secu rity ar­ 
ran gemen t for 21 y ears, in ­ 
ten din g to get recogn ition of 
Commu n ist Eu rope’s borders 
as perman en t an d most likely 
also seekin g to reliev e Moscow 
of worry abou t Eu rope at its 
back, shou ld it hav e to deal 
with a rambu n ctiou s Chin a.

What has happened to the increase in Social Security 
benefits that was promised to seniors this year? W ill this 
increase take place, and when will be increase go into ef­ 
fect?-^ .M. 
Dear MR. M : 
The federal government recently decided to imple­ 
ment an 8 per cent increase in Social Security benefits, 
starting with the checks to be received in early Ju ly. This 
is an across the board increase. The minimum monthly 
benefit will increase from $93.80 to $101.41, the average re­ 
tirees’ check of $184 will increase to $200, and the maxi­ 
mum benefit of $316.30 for individuals ($474 for couples) 
will increase to $341.70 (and $511 for couples). 
This is the first-ever automatic increase in ^ l a l Se­ 
curity benefits. Law now provides for automatic increases 
tied to increases in the cost of living. The federal govern­ 
ment had proposed a 5 per cent ceiling on this year’s in­ 
crease, but Congress resisted. 
The increase will also apply to federal Supplemental 
Security Income benefits for the aged, blind and disabled, 
raising the national income floor from $146 to $157.70 for 
individuals and from $219 to $236.60 for couples. However, 
some states do not pass through the SSI increase but re­ 
duce the level of state supplemental payments so that the 
total federal-state benefit remains unchanged. 
In Illinois, as many as 900,000 Social Security recip­ 
ients and 130,000 SSI beneficiaries may see larger monthly 
checks starting in July. 


I purchase food stamps every month and have been 
told to report any changes in income. I am expecting to re­ 
ceive a federal tax rebate as well as the $50 one-time pay­ 
ment to Social Security recipients. W ill those two checks 
affect my eligibility for food stamps?—A.G. 
Dear M rs.G : 
Originally, U 5. officials said that tax rebates and the 
flat $50 payments to Social Security and Railroad Retire­ 
ment beneficiaries would be counted as income. Many 
food stamp users would have been disqualified, at least 
temporarily, because of this rise in income. That decision 
has now been reversed, and neither of those payments 
from the federal government will affect a household’s 
eligibility for food stamps. By the way, food stamp bene­ 
fits are scheduled to increase Ju ly 1—you will receive 
more stamps without having to pay more, in most cases. 


Where can I find out about the Section 8 housing as­ 
sistance program? W ill this law mean more elderly hous­ 
ing in Illinois?—F.K . 
Dear Mr. K ; 
. The Section 8 housing program is part of a compre­ 
hensive new law enacted by Congress in 1974. It is esti­ 
mated that $48 million for new housing will come to Illi­ 
nois, and that 30 per cent of the total, or about $15 million, 
will be spent on housing for seniors. Under Section 8, the 
federal governmet will in effect help pay the rent for low- 
income residents. The program is designed to promote 
construction of new units as well as to help people in 
dwelling units they already occupy. The agency to contact 
is your local housing authority. Local housing authorities 
will select housing units for participation in Section 8—in 
fact, they may even buy rental units directly from devel­ 
opers and lease them to tenants. 
In Illinois, the agencies responsible for administering 
this and other new housing programs are the Department 
of Local Government Affairs (303 E Monroe, Springfield) 
and the Illinois Housing Development Authority <IHDA, 
201 N . Wells, Chicago). IHDA, in fact, is soliciting applica­ 
tions until June 3for the expenditure of more than $26 m il­ 
lion in Section 8 funds.

Drought in summer 1974 
means no farm profits

LAWTON, Okla. (N E A )-O l­ 
iv er Pine looked u p from the 
ru sty v alv e he was working on. 
His ey es narrow ed and he 
stared at the few patches of 
grass and knee-high milkweeds 
in the field. &nall stream s of 
weed killer trickled onto the red 
Oklahoma dirt. The m etal cap 
on the tra c to r’s ex hau st pipe 
clapped u nceasingly . 
In nearb y Lawton, the lawns 
were green and neatly trim ­ 
m ed. Bu t ou t at P ine’s 8 00-acre 
farm , 
they 
were hav ing 
a 
drou ght. Not like the drou ght of 
the Du st Bowl day s when the 
red sands sm othered crops, b u t 
a killer drou ght nev ertheless. 
“I was farm ing du ring the 
drou ght of the T hirties,” say s 
Pine, ‘‘b u t drou ghts hu rt m ore 
now. 
‘‘Prices for fertilizer, b alina 
w ire and fa rm eq u ipm ent 
hav e soared. Tax es and interest 
rates are high. Then along 
comes 
a 
drou ght 
like 
this 
y ear’s. You don’t know it’s here 
u ntil it’s here. 
‘‘It hu rts. My alfalfa crop was 
com pletely killed, the wheat 
arou nd here is u su ally shou l­ 
der-high. It’s knee-high this 
y ear and 5 0 per cent of it died. 
In a good y ear, I av erage a 30- 
b u shel 
(per acre) y ield on 
wheat. This y ear I’ll get 15 or 20 
b u shels,” say s Pine. 
“My pastu re is 30 per cent 
shorter so I had to sell half of 
my cattle and th a t’s ju st the b e­ 
ginning. llie cattle I sold went 
for less than 30 cents a pou nd, 
llia t’s ab ou t half of what 1 pu t 
into them . 
“This y e a r’s drou ght has set 
m e b ack ab ou t $20,000. My 
neighb ors hav e the sam e prob ­ 
lem . So we talk and we gripe 
and we look for b etter methods 
of farm ing and we dig into ou r 
sav ings. And since th at’s not 


enou gh, we hold down other 
job s. I’m a retired civ il serv ice 
employ e. There are v ery few 
farmers that don’t su pplement 
their incomes,” he say s. 
TTiis is Roger Snider’s first 
drou ght. E ight y ears ago he 
b ou ght his farm near Clinton to 
pu t his college edu cation to u se. 
At Clinton’s grain elev ator, he 
talked ab ou t the dry spell. “The 
grass for my cattle was b u rnt u p 
in Ju ly b y the drou ght. So in­ 
stead of the 35 0 head of cattle I 
u su ally b u y , I got only 150. 
Feeding ev en those is ex pen­ 
siv e. My feed is u p 4 0 per cent 
ov er last y ear and hay is dou ­ 
b le. T hen b ecau se of th e 
drou ght, I didn’t plant hay for 
winter so I’ll hav e to b u y it this 
winter. I figu re the d ro ii^ t has 
set m e b ack $6 ,000 on my cattle 
b u siness alone,” say s Snider. 
“I gu ess I’ll su rv iv e, b u t talk 
to m e in mid-Octob er. If it don’t 
rain in the nex t cou ple of weeks, 
we won’t plant wheat. That will 
kill m e. I talk to m y b anker a lot 
these day s,” 
W. C. Pesterfield, 35 , of Pau ls 
Valley , raises wheat, alfalfa, 
so y b ^ ns, grain sorghu m and 
steers on his 7 00-acre farm in­ 
terru pted only b y plots re ­ 
se rv e d for oil ta nks. 
The 
drou ght m eans a loss of alm ost 
$17 ,000. 
Food on his fam ily ’s tab le 
won’t su ffer. Tliey feed their 
won b eef and raise their own 
fru its and 
v e ge ta b le s—b u t 
those ex tra things will hav e to 
wait. “We ju st get a little tight­ 
er on clothing in a drou ght 
y ear,” say s Pesterfield. “Farm 
m achinery and hou sehold ap­ 
pliances hav e to m ake do for 
another y ear and we keep the 
car for another y ear. 
“Its pretty b ad this y ear. In a 
norm al y ear. I y ield 4 0 b u shels 
of wheat. This y ear I’ll get 15. 
T hat’s a $¡0,000 loss right there. 
Soybean grants for research 


Most of the $220,000 receiv ed 
so far b y the Illinois Soy b ean 
P ro gra m 
O perating 
B oard 
from its check-off program has 
already b een earm arked for 
m arket dev elopment and re ­ 
search. 
The money comes from a V« - 
cent-per b u ^ e l checkoff which 
was initiated last y ear after 
referendu m of produ cers was 
adm inisterd b y Illinois D epart­ 
ment of Agricu ltu re. 
Alan Av es of Kirkland, chair­ 
m an of the b oard, said it had al­ 
ready au thorized a grant of 
$100,000 to the American Soy ­ 
b ean Association (ASA) to a s­ 
sist in its foreign m arket dev el­ 
opment work. Of that grant, 
$7 5 ,000 has already b een re ­ 
ceiv ed b y ASA, he said. 
William D. Tib erend, m anag­ 
er of the operating b oard, said 
it had agreed to fu nd a total of 
eight research projects at the 
rate of $90,951 the first y ear, 
$84 ,6 38 the second y ear and

The third grant, to Sou thern 
Illinois Univ ersity , will fu nd re ­ 
search to dev elop more aggres­ 
siv e and efficient strains of ni­ 
trogen fix ing nodu les which 
hopefu lly will lead to higher 
y ields. 
Chairm an Av es said of the 
grant m ade to AS A, the money 
will b e u sed “to dev elop new 
m arkets at a tim e when an in­ 
crease in soy b ean dem and is 
b adly needed” 
Av es noted that ASA is ex ­ 
ploring the possib ility of open­ 
ing a nev it m arketing office in 


the M ideast. He said, “The $7 5 ,- 
000 prov ided b y Illinois farm ers 
will go a long way toward open­ 
ing u p this new m arket and 
m aking the proposed M ideast 
office a reality .”

‘T o get b y , m ost of u s get 
winter job s to m ake ou r way . 
The av erage farm er has a deb t 
of $25 ,000 to $30,000 on m achin­ 
ery alone. Then there are deb ts 
on the land and tax es and inter­ 
est rates. To plant a crop, a lot 
of u s b orrow $25 ,000 for o perat­ 
ing fu nds—money to b u y seed, 
fertilizer and ex tra lab or. 
“It’s hard to stay in b u siness 
now,” say s Pesterfield, “b u t I 
think there still is a place for 
the family farm today as long 
as the farm er is innov ativ e, 
shrew d 
and 
m anagem ent- 
m inded.” 
Bu t som etim es sheer longev i­ 
ty helps in a drou ght y ear. Fred 
A. Chapm an, an 8 5 -y ear-old 
farm er, who m anages 30,000 
acres in Ardm ore, saw this 
y e a r’s d rou ght com ing. “ I 
farm ed throu gh the drou ghts of 
1918, 1933 and the Fifties. They 
come on y ou like a b ig fire. 
Bang! They hit y ou and ov er 
night y ou r ranch is gone. 
“It was awfu lly dry last y ear. 
Chie y ou ng fella I know—m a r­ 
ried the girl across the s tr e e t- 
started ou t ranching ju st fiv e 
y ears ago. Had alm ost 7 00 head 
of cattle last y ear and he was 
doing awfu lly good. Bu t that 
dry w eather was a deadly b low. 
He lost a b ig end of it,” say s 
CJhapman. 
The CTiapman clan m eets 
each Su nday in Ardmore at the 
home of the elder Chapm an, a 
form er state senator, to discu ss 
the ranching b u siness am idst 
Oriental ru gs and shelv es of 
b ooks. “ I kept pou nding at 
them last y ear to watch ou t for 
the drou ght. ‘We b etter head for 
cov er,’ I said. I told them to sell 
off their old cows. 
“Well, I € » ided u p selling 
more cattle than my sons. I’v e 
b een throu gh sev eral drou ghts 
m y self, y ou know, and I w asn’t 
ready to su ffer a loss on another 
one. The Thirties like to hav e 
ru ined m e,” say s Chapman al­ 
most grinning at natu re’s ca- 
priciou sness. 
“Yeh, these drou ghts can 
su re catch y ou . A gu y will do 
real good, b u ild himself a swell 
home and get to drinkin’ heav y , 
then along comes a drou ght and 
they ’re in a hell of a shape, a 
hell of a shape . . .”

Fields should 
be watched 
for cutworms 


B lack cu tw orm s d am age 
fields of corn somewhere in Illi­ 
nois each y ear. The prob lem is 
gu essing what area and what 
fields, say s D. E. Ku hlman, 
Univ ersity of Illinois Ex tension 
and N atu ral History Su rv ey en­ 
tomologist. 
R esearchers at the Illinois 
N atu ral History Su rv ey hav e 
fou nd that the fields most likely 
to hav e cu tworm dam age hav e 
the following characteristics: a 
prev iou s history of cu tworm 
dam age; plant deb ris on the 
su rface; poorly drained or b ot­ 
tom land fields; planted to soy ­ 
b eans the prev iou s y ear. Fields 
of corn with all of these charac­ 
teristics hav e a high potential 
for cu tworm infestations, say s 
Ku hlman. 
As corn em erges, m onitor 
fields for signs of cu t, wilting, 
or m issing plants—particu larly 
in low, wet areas. E arly detec­ 
tion and treatm ent of b lack cu t­ 
worm s are ex trem ely im por­ 
tant. 
Small cu tw orm s (less than 
one-half inch) are prim arily fo­ 
liage feeders, consu ming corn 
leaf and whorl tissu es, Hu hl- 
m an say s. Plant cu tting b egins 
when the cu tworm s are ab ou t 
an inch long. Plants cu t off at 
grou nd lev el and ab ov e the 
growing point will u su ally re ­ 
cov er, b u t rarely produ ce a 
good ear. 
K u hlm an sa y s em ergency 
control treatm ents are ju stified 
when three per cent or m ore of 
the plants hav e b een cu t and 
worm s are present. 
For control, apply 20 pou nds 
of a com m ercially prepared, 
pelletized apple pomace b ait of 
fiv e per cent carb ary l (sev in); 
or apply spray s of two pou nds 
of actu al carb ary l mix ed with 
one q u art of molasses or one 
q u art of Tractu m per acre ; or 
u se spray s of two pou nds of 
Sev imol or one pou nd of tri- 
chlorfon (Dy lox ) per acre. 
Broadcast the b ait, b u t direct 
the spray s in a narrow b and on 
the soil at the b ase of the plants.

quality forage 


High q u ality hay crops are al­ 
way s harv ested at some ex ­ 
pense to y ield. Therefore, it is 
im portant that y ou strike a b al­ 
ance b etween the q u ality of the 
crop and the q u antity of top 
growth, say s Stan Eden, Ogle 
Cou nty Ex tension adv iser. 
P ro te in, d ige stib ility , and 
palatib ility are highest in y ou ng 
plants, Eden ex plains. Howev ­ 
er, y ield will b e sm all if y ou 
harv est or graze the crop at this 
tim e. L ater y ields may also b e 
redu ced b ecau se there is not a 
high lev el of energy reserv e in 
the roots. 
Legu mes, su ch as alfalfa, red 
clov er, b irdsfoot trefoil, and 
crown v etch, will b u ild u p their 
root reserv es b y the tim e plants 
start to b loom or are in their 
early b loom period. 
Alfalfa is ready for harv est 
b y the tim e the first flowers ap­ 
pear to the one-tenth b loom 
stage. Higher protein, energy , 
and digestib ility can b e ob ­ 
tained if y ou harv est slightly 
earlier—at the late b u d stage. 
Bu t, lower y ields and slower re ­ 
cov ery rates will resu lt. 
The digestib ility and feed 
nu trient composition of 
red 
clov er does not decline q u ite as 
rapidly with inci^easing age as 
does alfalfa, Eden continu es. 
For high q u ality feed, y ou 
shou ld harv est at one-fou rth 
b loom. Birdsfoot trefoil and 
crownv etch shou ld b e harv est­ 
ed at ab ou t one-half b loom 
stage. 
Some grasses are often asso­ 
ciated with legu mes for high 
q u ality hay . Smooth b rome- 
grass, orchardgrass, and tim o­ 
thy shou ld b e harv ested ju st as 
the heads b egin to show.

C LA R K A IR BA SE, the Ph il­ 
ippines (A P ) — Intelligence re­ 
ports gave U.S. Marines no 
clue to the fierce resistance 
they met when they stormed 
Koh Tang island in the May- 
aguez operation, a U S . Air 
Force sergeant said today. 
“ According to intel reports, 
we should have been able to go 
in with our helicopter, land, 
drop off the Marines, let them 
do their thing, and fly away,” 
said S. Sgt. Ronald A. Gross, 
30, of Baltim ore, Md., from his 
hospital bed here. 
Instead, one helicopter behind 
Gross’ aircraft was blown out 
of the sky. His own craft was 
shot down. He was wounded 
four times in a crossfire trying 
to escape from the wreckage, 
and he and a squad of Marines 
were stranded 12 hours in a ra­ 
vine before another helicopter 
was able to rescue them. 
“ The Marines couldn’t under­ 
stand,’’ said Gross about the 
men with him, “ why they had 
to secure something that had 
no value.’’ 
Just before his CH53 helicop­ 
ter carrying 20 Marines, one 
photographer and four crew-

men left a Thai air base for 
Koh Tang on May 15, Gross 
said, “ we heard the crew of the 
Mayaguez was back on the 
ship.’’ 
Gross recounted his hours on 
the Koh Tang beach after Maj. 
Gen. Leroy J. Manor, com­ 
mander of the U.S. 13th Air 
Force here, presented him and 
S. Sgt. Jesus Perez de Jesus, 
25, of San Lorenzo, Puerto 
Rico, with purple hearts. 


Gross flew to G ark Air Base 
Friday night after eight days 
aboard the U.S. carrier Midway 
and in the dispensary at the 
Navy base at Subic Bay, 30 
miles south of here. 
Mayaguez crewmen said in 
Singapore a week ago they 
were on another island 25 miles 
from Koh Tang and were on 
their way back from captivity 
to their ship when Koh Tang 
island was invaded. 
Gross said the heavy Cam­ 
bodian fire shot off his helicop­ 
ter’s tail blades and sent it 
crashing about 75 feet to the 
beach. 
Moments before the predawn 
takeoff from a Thai base. Gross 
said, the craft’s mission was 
shifted to land Marines on the 
beach. 
Originally, he said. Navy per­ 
sonnel also were aboard the 
helicopter which was assigned 
to land the Marines on the 
Mayaguez itself. 
Gross said no one was hurt in 
the crash, but the helicopter 
was completely disabled.

N EW YO RK (A P) - The 
Japanese 
Cancer 
Institute, 
commenting on a report from 
Japan of a supposedly rem ark­ 
able “ cancer vaccine,’’ says 
that its use in authorized in­ 
stitutions there has shown “ al­ 
most negative or very, very 
slight effect.’’ 
The so-called Maruyama vac­ 
cine was hailed in one U.S. 
publication as a “ remarkable 
breakthrough’’ that had saved 
nearly 50 per cent of the ter­ 
minal cancer patients who had 
been treated. 
But when Dr. Frank J. Raus- 
cher, director of the U.S. Na­ 
tional Cancer Institute, sought 
information from Japanese ex­ 
perts he was told that use of 
the vaccine 
in 
animal 
ex­ 
periments and on humans had 
resulted in little or no effect. 
“ Academic people here do 
not believe the real effective­ 
ness of this vaccine on cancer, 
but the public likes such a m at­ 
ter,’’ wrote Dr. Harou Sugano, 
director of the Cancer Institute, 
one of the two major Japanese 
cancer research and treatment 
organizations. 
“ M onthly 
and-or 
weekly 
magazines, not scientific but 
general, reported this vaccine 
several times in a sensational 
way,’’ Dr. Sugano told Dr. 
Rauscher. 
The Japanese substance is 
named after Dr. Chisato M aru­ 
yama, a professor and chief of 
the department of dermatology 
at the Nippon Medical College 
in Tokyo, who recently was ap­ 
pointed dean of his medical col­ 
lege, Dr. Sugano said. 
TTie substance is now being 


produced in Dr. M aruyam a’s 
laboratory. Dr. Sugano added. 
It is distributed at the request 
of patients along with a doc­ 
tor’s certificate, he continued. 
The substance is described as 
an extract of the tuberculosis 
bacilli. In this sense, it is sim­ 
ilar to the use in several clini­ 
cal tests of a substance known 
as BCG, the entire tuberculosis 
bacillus. 


BCG is used in a treatment 
called immunotherapy, an at­ 
tempt to reawaken the body’s 
normal defense mechanisms to 
try to fight off foreign cancer 
cells. The tests in this country 
of BCG have produced widely 
varying results. 


But because the Maruyama 
substance also seems to be an 
attempt at employing immuno­ 
therapy, and not really a vac­ 
cine, and because the substance 
appears to be safe, the Food 
and Drug Administration has 
issued atout 10 investigational 
new drug (IN D ) test licenses 
for very limited use. And the 
National Cancer Institute has 
begun animal testing to see if 
there is any antitumor effect. 
Dr. Joseph O’M alley, director 
of the IND staff. Office of Com­ 
pliance, Bureau of Biologicals, 
FD A, said the report produced
